IN MEMORIAM — 
KARX 


By Len Ballard, WB4AHR 


‘This is the story of a “Hem’s 
Ham”. When Charlie Morenus, 
K4RX, ex 6RX, 7CO, WoRX 
KV4Bik and WRX became a 
silent key on June 24 it went 
relatively un-noticed in Florida 
ham eireles, as Charlic had 
been in gradually failing health 
for some years and had been 
inactive. To those of us who 
knew him personally, however, 
his passing invoked thoughts of 
tappier days, when Charlie had 
been active on the ham bands 
setting records which will stand 
a5 a goal for the DX minded for 
many years, 

Charlie obtained his tam 
license in 1912 at the age of 15. 
4s soon as he reached the legal 
‘age limit of 18 he obtained his 
commercial radio operators 
license and sailed as radio 
‘operator on ships in the Pacific 
for many years. During his 
career he used open gap, 
‘quenched gap, and rotary gap 
sporks and ARC equipment, 
Following a stint of share duty 
4n 1932 he Joined the forerumer 
ofthe present Federal Aviation 
Administration, then known as 
the Airways Division of the U.S. 
Lighthouse Service. Retiring 
from the FAA in 1957, Charlie 
settled in Hemando, Florida. 
He was first, last and always a 
‘CW man, and detested those 
“pesky Teletypes"” the FAA was 
installing to replace manual CW 
Circuits during the 90s and early 
4ts, He strove for assignments 
beyond the end of the line, 
where the teletypewriters had 
not yet been insialled, and 
‘ended up in the Virgin Islands, 
wherehe was stationed when he 
retired. 

Charite was noted for nis 
excellent sending “fist.” ‘The 
\riter recalls working him for a 
period of time during the early 
thirties when he was assigned to 
the Key West FAA station, 
‘wherethose pesky teletypes had 
not yet been installed. He was a 
considerate operator, and 
‘whether the guy on the other 
end was just starting out in the 
business and could handle oaly 
wpm or whether he was a hot 
shot and wanted to paddle the 
bug at 45 wpm Charlie woald 
accommodate him and adjust 
his speed accordinely. 

‘This man had a genuine love 
for the art of radio com- 
munications, and during his 
tenure with the FAA would 


finish a days work pounding a 
key and fighting static, come 
home and find relaxation in 
‘working a ham on the other side 
of the world. 

Although Charlie Morenus is 
silent rey, his memory will be 
around for a long time and his 
accomplishments will serve as 
a goal for the fast vanishing 
breed of CW addicts,

‘The meteorological satellite program of the US. is made up of 
two agencies. ESSA & NASA. ESSA doce the operational work 
while R&D falls to NASA. 

AS of May 70 our weather satellites that were in operation were 
‘ESSA 8, and 9, Nimbus IIT & IV, & ITOS-1. ESSA 9 is an AYCS 
spacecraft and does not transmit data which can be received on 
APT gear. (See chart for data on above Spacecraf's.) 

ESSA 2 was placed in a standby position in March 70 because it 
caused QRM to ITOS1 telemetry. It can be reactivated on com- 
mand from earth.
